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LEGAL  REFERENCES 


The  State  Board  of  Plumbers  operates  under  the  authority  of  Sections  66-2401 
through  66-2427  inclusive,  R.C.M.  1947,  as  amended. 


PRINCIPAL  GOALS 


Public  health  and  welfare  require  that  minimum  standards  for  the  planning, 
installing,  altering,  extending,  repairing  and  maintaining  of  plumbing 
systems  be  established  for  the  protection  of  the  people  of  the  state. 


MAJOR  ACCOMPLISHMENTS 


Fixture  fees  are  now  collected  by  the  board  office  instead  of  by  the  plumbing 
inspector.  Revenue  from  fixture  fees  has  increased  by  75%  this  year.  The 
inspector  is  now  inspecting  and  not  acting  as  a "stamp  collector". 

Code  violations  are  referred  to  board  office  for  correction  notifications  and 
eventual  reinspection.  Written  inspection  reports  provide  better  information 
on  field  problems. 

Revised  plumbing  code  to  keep  current  with  new  materials.  Revised  and  adopted 
rules  in  accordance  with  A.P.A. 


PROGRAM  DESCRIPTIONS 


Licensing:  License  those  individuals  qualified  by  experience,  training 

and  examination  in  the  plumbing  field.  Knowledge  of  plumb- 
ing code  is  essential. 

Regulation:  Carry  out  an  inspection  program  to  see  that  minimum  plumbing 

codes  are  followed.  This  function  of  the  law  is  financed  by 
fixture  fees.  Financing  is  not  adequate  to  do  the  work  re- 
quired or  expected  by  the  public.
